It Lam not greatly deceived, not a singie 
voice would be raised against the senumeuts 
contained in that paper. 

‘Tue grand characteristic of this age, is, 
that itis an age of freedom of thougut. 1 
do most heartily wish it was without adraw- 
back—without a dark spot, from which the 
light of day must be excluded. But we are 
faust arriving at a point, where uo subject 
under the broad light of heaven will be con- 
sidered too sacred or too delicate, or too in- 
tunately connected with the self-interest of 
individuals, to admit of free discussion, 1 
confess | have been a Jittle sqneanush on 
this subject; but Lam glad to get over my 
qualms, so that | can meet itina frank, man- 
iy, and Christian manner, upon the principles 
and in the spirit of the gospel. 

Now, let me ask, in the midst of all this 
free inquiry, why is the great question of 
slavery notto be touched? I know it is 
said to be a delicate subject; but its very 
delicacy requires it to be touched, Is sla- 
very agreatevil?

Admitting, as all do, that slave- 
ry is a great evil, existing in the land, we 
would anxiously inquire, ls there no remedy? 
Is there any evil for which God has provided 
no remedy? No.I would not slander the 
Bible, by making such an assertion. Letus 
all come up to the work, shotflder to shoul- 
der, in a pleasant way, (I don’t like scowls,) 
and there is no danger but we can get right. 
I have heard many remedies proposed ; and 
one very queer one: * Better let it alone.’— 
This is a very popular remedy. 
slight pain, or momentary head ache, it will 
do very well. But who ever heard that an 
acute disease, which racks the whole frame, 


and threatens speedy dissolution, if left to | 


the operations of nature, will cure itself? 
Sin is an inveterate disease—it has no cura- 
tive principle—it never gets well of itself. 
Slavery will never cure itself. This let-alone 
policy—if it were in the church, { would call 
it heresy—it is moral heresy.

It 
does not touch the evil. I speak kindly. 
Only last vear I was a colonizationist. But 
I have discovered that colenization acts as a 
sedative, to quiet the consciences of its ad- 
herents, in relation to this great question, 
Although it publicly disavows any design to 
interfere with the slave. vet if we speak to 
them on the subject, they will sét the matter 
at rest by declaring, * We are colonization- 
ists. Colonization never interferes with sla- 
very ;’ yet its supporters will tell you, that 
its object is to liberate the last slave in the 
land, and carry him off to Africa.

|‘our hands are tied up by the laws which 
forbid manumission” If we were under the 
dominion of the autocrat of tussia, this 
wonld be a good excuse. But here. in this 
Republican land, this excuse is plead by the 
very men who make the laws. This reminds 
me of a story of a little girl, whose mother, 


One of the first principles of anti-slavery 
is this: * Thou shait love thy neighbor as 
thyselt’ This principle will be admitted by 
the opponents of the Society, in the abstract ; 
but, when we attempt to carry it out, in its 
practical bearings, their faith falters, and they 
would fain tterpolate a proviso, ‘ ‘Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,’ provided 
he be not of another color. 

Another principle of anti-slavery is, that 
men ought to * Loose the bands of wicked- 
ness, to undo the heavy burdens, and to let

Prayer by Dr. Beman. 

Rev. Mr. Purses of Geneva, N. Y. said 
he rose not to make a speech, but simply to 
announce the object of the meeting, as had 
been done the jast evening. The grand 

principle of the Anti-Slavery Society is, that 
SLAVERY IS SIN-— not merely bad 
policy, but had morals To announce and 
maintain this simple principle, is the ¢ bject 
for which we have met. 1] cannot describe 
my emotions, sir, when, on taking up a reli- 
gious paper, | discovered a labored attempt 
to prove that slavery is not sin; and that 
anti-slavery is sin. | was also surprised to 
learn that slaves are in hieher demand. in 


North Carolina, than they were three years 
ago; and that they have advanced 25 per 
;cent. in New-Orleans, the last six months. 
I stopped to inquire, ‘What is this article of 
merchandize ??)» Human flesh—human mus- 
cles—human sinews—human bones—human 
bodies! And then [ recollected that the 
apostle had declared our bodies to be the 
temple of the Holy Ghost. Yes, advertised at 
auction, ina Christian land, the temple of 
the Holy Ghost! Men and Christian min- 
isters engaged in traffic in the temple of the 
Holy Ghost! With what feelings, sir, do 
angelic beings above look down and see 
these temples of the Holy Ghost exposed 
‘for sale in the shambles, and to find an ar- 
'gument drawn from the scriptures, inspired 
by tie Holy Ghost, to justify the system 
which necessarily embraces this monstrous 
impiety! Then I called to mind that there

Love to them requires that we 
should net turn them adrift upon the world, 
in their present degraded condition.” But 
who ever said that they should be thus turn- 
ed adrift? Abolitionists never said so. We 
require that the slaveliolder cease to hold 
man as property, and to use his labor with- 
out compensation. We require that he 
should render to those who till his ground, 
that which is just and equal.

They are 
obliged to leave their tender offspring from 
morning til night,in their huts, unprotected 
and alone; and it is said that they have 
sometimes been found mutilated by the rats ! 
And, in addition to this, these women are 


slave driver—subject to be stripped and laid 
down upon the ground to receive the Jash, 
(in violauen of all delicacy—and female 
slaves are not destitute of modesty and del- 
cacy of feeling. Not long ago, near Louis- 
ville, a slave driver was passing ; aud in his 
drove of human beings, there was » woman 
with a young child at her breast. She was 
fatigued — ver child cried —and she could 
not walk as fast as her inhuman driver de- 
sired. He snatched the child from her bo- 
som, and presenting It to a passing stranger, 
suid, ‘Here, sir, | bestow you this child!’ 
| Thus it is, that the tenderest ties of nature 
are sundered, by this system of traffic in 
human flesh, Are you a mother? Are you 
a woman? Will yon not feel for your sis- 
‘ters in bondage ? For though in bondage, 
woman has a heart. 

In slavery, marriage is unknown. Men 
and women live together; but the tie is not 
furmally sanctioned. There is no minister, 
/no magistrate, to give religious or civil au- 
(thority to the relation. It is a system of 
concubinage, And this state of things is 
encouraged, or rather marr.age is discour- 
jaged, because it throws an obstacle in the 
way of the sale of these human chattels.— 
| Notwithstanding, the ties of affection are 
‘not less strong on account of the absence 
of legal or religions sanction. Indeed, the 
fellowship of suffering binds still stronger 
ithe hearts of the husband and wife. It is 
‘the only channel of affection. The chil- 
dren of the slave are not his own—they are 
not subjectto his authority, and they may 
be torn from him without a moment’s warn- 
ing. Pent upin every other direction, the 
‘affections of husband and wife naturally 
centre entirely upon each other. Yet, even 
\this tie is rudely severed. A slave in the 
west, who had a wife belonging to another 
master, learned, to his great grief, that his 
wife had been sold for the southern market. 
He went to his master, and requested that

What a compli- 
ment ts this to the sagacity and honesty of such men 
as Beman, Cox, Tappan, Weld, Jocelyn, Leavitt, 
Jay, and Birney! So much for Mr. Gurley’s speceh. 

A resolution was eifered by Rev. Mr. Willey, of 
Rochester, affirming that the scheme of African 
colonization tends more than aay other to abolish 
slavery, &c.; although the Society declares that 
*‘tnto its account the subject of emancipation does 
not enter at all,’ and in its Constitution says that its 
object is exrciusively to gvlonize the free people of 
color!
